Irvin S. Cobb, in one of his 
studies a few years ago of peo­ 
ples and places of the U n i t e d 
States, stated that Hoosiers dif­ 
fered greatly from even t h e i r 
closest neighbors in the bordering 
states of Ohio, Kentucky, Illinois, 
and Michigan. Granting the truth 
of that old saying that “once a 
Hoosier, always a Hoosier,” we 
place the blame or credit at the 
door of Indiana homes where a 
heap of living took place. A love 
of home and community life and 
a desire ot share joy with outsid­ 
ers got into the blood of the chil­ 
dren. 
Spirit of Christmas 
Home, as I remember it, gave 
that greatest of all gifts to hu­ 
manity: belief in the unseen. How 
closely akin to the real spirit of 


religion was the coming of Santa 
Claus. Was not evidence of God 
all around us? Yes, thinking of

“When we put Christmas Seals 
on our holiday letters and pack­ 
ages, we are spreading to others 
the message that tuberculosis can 
be controlled and can be prevent­ 
ed,” Mrs. Hill said “Further when 
we rem it our money for the seals 
we buy to the Riverside County 
Association, we are making pos­ 
sible local activities which have 
as their goal the complete eradi­ 
cation of tuberculosis. 


“The program of the association 
is year-around and is planned in 
cooperation with local medical 
groups, the health department, 
the school department and all 
other agencies concerned with the 
control of this disease. It is de­ 
signed to find cases of tuberculo­ 
sis, bring them to treatm ent and 
prevent the spread of infection. 
Through this program, human 
suffering is prevented and lives 
are saved.”

Ju st because all garbage serv­ 
ice bills are due and payable in 
advance at the beginning of each 
m onth is no reason persons who 
move aw ay from P alm Springs 
before the end of 
th e 
month 
should expect a refund from the 
city w aste disposal 
departm ent 
for the unused portion of th at 
month, it was asserted this week 
by Carl McNealy, w ho recently 
succeeded W. L. P ark h u rst as this 
city’s superintendent of w a s t e 
disposal. Such a procedure would 
cause much confusion and a large 
am ount o f ,extra bookkeeping on 
the p art of the departm ent, he 
explained. 
If a fam ily knows it is going to 
move aw ay before the end of the 
m onth and therefor does not wish 
to pay for a full m onth of garbage 
collection in advance, th e follow­ 
ing procedure should be follow­ 
ed, according to W aste Disposal 
Superintendent McNealy. At the 
first of the month, w hen it is 
tim e to pay another m onth in ad ­ 
vance for garbage collection, go 
to the office of the W aste Dis­ 
posal D epartm ent (482 
N o r t h 
Palm Canyon D rive) and explain 
that you plan to leave th e village 
before the end of the m onth. Tell 
the departm ent on w hat date you 
wish to have the garbage collec­ 
tion service discontinued, 
and 
you w ill only be charged for the 
period you are to receive service. 
This is the only w ay a person 
can avoid paying for an entire 
m onth of service w hen only a 
week or so of collection is desired. 
No refunds for the unused por­ 
tion of the m onth w ill be made 
once paym ent for the full month 
has been made, Mr. McNealy con­ 
cluded.

Motor Fails 
After coming through the pass 
Hertford flew over the P a l m 
Springs airport and slowed down 
to about 100 miles an hour to 
make his landing. He lowered the 
landing gear and it was t h i s 
moment the engine decided 
to 
“conk o u t” Hertford had made a 
wide circle to land. He was still 
about 800 feet high but saw he

The plane then was down to 
about 200 feet. Hertford speedily

He brought his plane down to 
earth, between hummocks, in a 
perfect “pancake” or “belly” land­ 
ing. And while brush and impact

THE DESERT PALM 
Washingtonia Filifera 


When one thinks of the tropics, 
he 
invariably 
associates 
that 
dreamy area with palm trees, 
either the coconut or date palms. 
But when one thinks of the des­ 
ert, he does not immediately vis­ 
ion the palm. Yet this plant is 
characteristic 
of 
the Colorado 
desert, giving that area its color­ 
ful name, Desert of the Palms. 
Our native desert palm n o t 
only occurs in California, but also 
in southwestern Arizona and in 
Old Mexico. According to the geo­ 
logical evidence, it did not mi­ 
grate northward into our deserts 
from Mexico, as might be sus­ 
pected, but rather, along with the 
redwood, it traveled from 
the 
north southward. That is, our des­ 
ert palm, hundreds of thousands 
of years ago, was once flourish­ 
ing in Asia, and gradually 
it 
spread across from Siberia into 
Alaska and slowly down the coast 
into the desert regions as far as 
Mexico. Climatic changes since 
that time have brought about the 
extermination of the palm in all 
of the northern areas and today 
it persists only in our local desert 
canyons. The northernmost native 
station now is at 
Twenty-nine 
Palms, 
and 
the 
westernmost, 
Whitewater canyon in the S a n 
Gorgonio Pass. It persists in most 
of the canyons of the mountains 
bordering the Coachella and Im ­ 
perial valleys, wherever there is 
sufficient water. In some places, 
as in Palm Canyon and Thou­ 
sand Palms, it forms veritable 
jungles of palms, like fragments 
of ancient landscapes. 


Largest Native Palm 
This palm, also called Califor­ 
nia Fan Palm or Washington 
Palm, is the largest of our native 
American palms, and takes read 
ily to cultivation. It has become 
a favorite tree along streets and 
in gardens throughout Southern 
California and north to San Fran­ 
cisco. Introduced into 
southern 
Europe, North Africa and Hawaii, 
it has proven quite popular. The 
generic name “Washingtonia” was 
given in honor of our first Presi­ 
dent, George Washington, and 
species name “filifera” is Latin 
for “thread-bearing,” referring to 
the stringy edges of the fan-shap 
ed leaves. Seedling palms are un­ 
usually tolerant of much shade 
and have narrow linear leaves, 
but these later unfold like an ac­ 
cordion into true fans. The mid­ 
rib of each leaf is armed on both 
edges with a series of very sharp, 
recurved claws and this makes 
them dhngerous to handle care­ 
lessly. 
The leaves when aged 
turn down and lie flat against the 
trunk, 
forming a 
thick 
gray- 
brown 
thatch. 
This 
thatching 
gives a “skirt” effect to the palms 
and for this reason 
they 
are 
known as the “hula palm” in the 
Hawaiian Islands. 
No Tree Rings 
Palms, along with the lilies 
and yuccas, belong to that group 
of plants called the monocots in 
which there are no annular rings 
of growth in the wood. 
This 
makes the estimation of age very 
difficult, and rate of growth gives 
the only clue. Trees over three 
hundred years old are probably 
not uncommon. Desert palms are 
hardy plants and although fire 
may greedily and quickly devour 
their “skirts,” they will leaf out 
again on top and soon show a 
crown of fine growth. Few insects 
seem to molest them while they 
live, but two, a beetle and a bee, 
do attack the trunks once they 
are dead. The beetle, called the 
Palm Beetle, is a large black in­ 


sect almost two inches in length. 
It lays its eggs in the woody tis­ 
sue and the resulting larvae feed 
on the interior wood for many 
months until they become mature 
and pupate. Later the adult beet­ 
les gnaw their way out, leaving 
large holes, half an inch in dia­ 
meter, scattered over the surface 
of the dead trunk. Occasionally 
this beetle has been known to at­ 
tack living trees. The bee, the size 
and appearance of a large metal­ 
lic-black bumblebee, is called the 
Palm Cutter. It gnaws long tun­ 
nels the size of one’s little finger 
up into dead mid-ribs. These tun­ 
nels have several 
small 
cells 
branching from them and in these 
cells honey is provisioned and an 
egg laid. The larva which hatches, 
consumes the honey, pupates, and 
crawls out, ready to repeat the 
process. 
The fruit of the desert palm de­ 
velops from very small yellow­ 
ish-white flowers. 
These ripen 
into long drooping 
clusters 
of 
blackberries, each containing 
a 
single brown hard-shelled seed. 
The sweetish pulpy covering of 
these seeds is prized as food not 
only by the local Cahuilla 
In­ 
dians but also by many birds, 
such as the bluebird, linnet, Eng­ 
lish sparrow, Gambel 
sparrow, 
and red-shafted flicker. The seeds 
themselves were ground into a 
meal by the Indians and used as 
a flour. 
Nests in Palms 


Many birds, especially the Ari­ 
zona hooded and Scott orioles and 
the canyon wren nest in palms. 
Little tree frogs or hylas dwell 
in them and desert quail often 
roost for the night in the depths 
of their thatches. Wood rats con­ 
struct their nests up under the 
"skirts” and white-footed m i c e 
dig burrows around the base. 
Palms have small pencil-sized 
roots usually not more than four 
feet in length, but there are thou­ 
sands of them extending from the 
enlarged bulbous base of e a c h 
palm. Because of the multitude of 
these tenacious roots, it takes a 
severe wind to uproot a palm, 
despite its slenderness, 
length, 
and great weight. There are no 
need for long tap-roots to reach 
great depths for moisture as in 
the mesquite, since the palm is 
found only where water is very 
near the surface. As someone has 
said, it likes to have "its feet in 
the water and its head in the 
sun.” However, the water does 
not have to be sweet; in fact, this 
palm prefers rather alkaline w a­ 
ter and thrives best in that ele­ 
ment. 
Straight Trunks 
The trunks, covered 
with 
a 
flaky deep-gray bark, are rem ark­ 
ably straight and do not taper 
noticeably. A palm standing over 
sixty feet high may have a base 
two feet in diameter, and a crown 
only one and one-half feet across. 
The wood itself is very fibrous 
and of little use commercially ex­ 
cept in curio-making. 
If one wishes to see the desert 
palm as it has been growing for 
thousands of years, let him wan­ 
der up the little-traveled canyons 
around Palm Springs, and let him 
experience the utter surprise, joy 
and thrill of rounding an arid, 
desolate canyon wall to come full 
upon a small group of these na­ 
tive palms, hidden and isolated in 
some tiny niche, just awaiting dis­ 
covery. If he wants to feel the 
awe and mystery they can in­ 
spire, let him take refuge in a 
mass of them during a severe 
windstorm 
or 
let 
him 
camp 
among them on a moonlit night.

the city has such rights for a 
number of important reasons. 
Meanwhile Dr. Walkerdine and 
the three workmen were released 
on their own recognizance. 
It was emphatically 
declared 
by city officials that the arrests 
are in no least respect a persecu­ 
tion of Dr. Walkerdine, but that 
the important thing is that he is 
the first to seek to build a per­ 
manent building on reservation 
lands. 
Heretofore, all structures 
raised there have been of a more 
or less impermanent nature be­ 
cause, being Indian land, it was 
not capable of sale but only of 
lease. 
Moves Here 
Dr. Walkerdine, who has oper­ 
ated a $30.000 cat and dog hospi­ 
tal in Riverside for over fourteen 
years and who has held various 
city and state positions there as 
meat and market inspector, re­ 
cently sold out his Riverside in­ 
terests and came to Palm Springs. 
He stated that he was impor­ 
tuned by Palm Springs residents 
for several years to make 
t h e 
move. Various reasons caused him 
to choose the Indian avenue loca­ 
tion, which he says he has leased 
for ten years, with advice of his 
attorney. He said he was assured 
a city building permit would not 
be necessary. 
And so he employed men and 
set about construction of an elab­ 
orate and strictly modern small 
animal hospital, which he expects 
to cost about $10,000. 
Permanenl Nature 
Dr. Walkerdine has supervised 
laying of concrete floors which 
stretch back some 115 feet deep 
and. 50 feet in width. Upon these 
he proposes to erect a most com­ 
plete cat and dog hospital with 
dog supply room, kennels, and 
such other features as x-ray room, 
operating room and so forth. Ev­ 
erything is to be as completely 
sound-proofed as possible, he as­ 
serts. 
Dr. Walkerdine has been veter­ 
inarian for the Palm Springs Ken­ 
nel Club annual Dog Show for 
the last five years and is due to 
serve again this year in that ca­ 
pacity. He has given his services 
for this, free of charge. 
Thus it is that the city’s posi­ 
tion has been made more difficult, 
city officials point out. But, they 
explain the important thing is 
that Dr. Walkerdine has started 
that permanent building and is 
the first one to do so. Even more 


important than this is to discover 
whether the city can regulate and 
have active jurisdiction over non- 
Indians on Indian land within 
the city limits. For section 14 and 
several other sections of reserva­ 
tion property are within the city 
and residents living there h a v e 
voted and do vote for a Council­ 
man of their own. 
Place for Hospitals 
Furtherm ore it is the city’s con­ 
tention that Palm Springs has a 
place for such things as animal 
hospitals and the center of the 
business district is not it. 
The 
city's attitude is more or less this, 
that while it certainly is not per­ 
secuting W alkerdine or anyone 
‘else, it does feel tht before he 
or anyone else erects a permanent 
building on Indian land for an 
animal hospital or other purpose, 
he should get a building permit. 
Important Angle 
Here is an important quotation 
from a letter written recently by 
Mayor Philip Boyd to the Mis­ 
sion Indian Agency at Riverside: 
"It is our opinion that any plan 
of development on Indian lands 
should be carefully conceived to 
comply with a master land use 
plan for the City of Palm Springs. 
Streets should be continuous from 
white lands across Indian lands, 
and building construction regu­ 
lated for sanitation and fire pro­ 
tection. In fact all forms of cit­ 
izen behavior, property use and 
improvement on Indian and white 
lands should he recognized 
as 
subject to the same laws a n d 
regulations. On the Indian land 
residents, including the Indians 
themselves, now vote in our city 
elections and in the case of the 
heavily populated section 14. se­ 
lect their own representative on 
the city council. In this way they 
have been for some time partici­ 
pating in our city government. 
We believe that the protection of 
land values and the peaceful en­ 
joyment of these Indian lands are 
to be accomplished only through 
carefully 
planned 
development 
consistent with the use of the ad­ 
joining white man’s property.” 
Growing Rapidly 
It is further emphasized that 
the reservation area is probably 
the most rapidly growing section 
of the town and that as it grows 
its problems also increase. It is 
felt tht the Palm Springs police 
department with a dozen or so ef­ 
ficient officers can and s h o u l d 
exercise proper control over non- 
Indian residents in 
this area, 
which has just one Indian officer.

Uncle Sam proposes to win lhe 
war for the Democracies with 
dollars 
instead 
of 
American- 
grown cannon fodder, if the pres­ 
ent policy is continued. That's 
probably a more sensible pro­ 
cedure than to sacrifice American 
civilization and security, and it 
w ill win as many friends. Loans 
to China make it more uncom­ 
fortable for the Japanese 
and 
keep the latter busy in the Orient. 
Contemplated 
loans to 
Canada 
and Argentine would give those 
countries an opportunity to ex­ 
tend credit to England. Greece 
has been promised financial aid. 
It is rumored that the government 
plans to lend money to Spain to 
keep her out of the war. It has 
also been suggested that Uncle 
Sam turn over to Britain 82 ships 
interned in American ports, be­ 
longing to countries invaded by 
the Germans. 
Money w ill not be shipped out 
of this country. The borrowers 
w ill simply be given credit to be 
used to purchase supplies in this 
country. Add these additional ex­ 
ports of donated and purchased 
food and war supplies to present 
exports 
and 
the 
tremendous 
amount of armaments that must 
be produced for this country's na­ 
tional defense, and it is obvious 
that every one of us must pro­ 
duce more. The days of curtailed 
production are over. This country 
can no longer afford to pay people 
to remain idle. Whether he ex ­ 
pects to profit financially or not, 
it is the patriotic duty of every 
citizen to produce, in the interests 
of national defense. 
The boys who are called to 
serve in the armed forces at $30 
a month aren't making money out 
of it. Then what right has any 
worker or employer in any de­ 
fense industry to slow down pro­ 
duction just because he isn't re­ 
ceiving as much money for his 
services as he thinks he deserves? 
Included in the defense industries 
is every industry that produces 
equipment, 
clothing, 
food 
or 
transportation for the nation's de­ 
fenders and those who must back 
up the defenders. That includes 
most of us.
